Madoc Library Board 
Chairman Barbara Chap- 
pelle said the user fee was 
imposed after Elzevir Town- 
ship failed to give the 
library indication they were 
going to give financial 
support. She said they were 
forced to make the move, 
because ‘it would be unfair 
to the taxpayers of the other 
townships’’ »who made 
pledges. 

She said that early in the 
spring, the board approach- 
ed all the surrounding 
municipalities requesting 
the per capita levy in 
accordance with the existing 
library Act. Madoc Village, 
Huntingdon Township, and 


Ron Vistokas defeated Liberal 


Madoc Township ail pledg- 


"ed a per capita levy. 


‘*When the library board 
looked at the situation, they 
said it was unfair to the 
others supporting the 
library, so to make it more 
fair they charged the user 
fee to Elzevir,"’ said Chap- 
pelle. 

Reevé Robinson said 
Elzevir had already decided 
to give Madoc Library half 
their Ontario grant this 
year. The grant will be 
approximately $1,600, he 
said this Monday that if the 
board does not rescind the 
motion to impose a user fee, 
then the full grant will go to 
the library in Tweed.

Co-op manager says UCO will 
recover from financing problems 


Madoc Co-operative Gen- 
eral Manager Bill Havekes 
says that their major sup- 
plier, United Co-operatives 
of Ontario (UCO) are having 
financial difficulties at the 
present time, but he is 
optimistic that their major 
creditors will allow them to 
continue. 

Havekes stresses that 
Madoc Co-op is a compiete- 
ly independent co-oper- 


- ative, only using UCO af’a 


wholesale supplier. He 

says they get about 60 per. 

cent of their wholesale 
from UCO now. 

“If they (UCO) cease to 
do business, then it's just a 
matter of finding a whole: 
saler carrying the same 
lines as we're carrying.” 
says Havekes. 

UCO, Ontario's major 
farm supply and marketing 
co-operative, has filed for 
protection from creditors in 


the hope that they can avoid 
bankruptcy - 
‘ UCO reports they have 
been having financial trou 
bles since January of this 
year, when about $75 
million in debt fell due and 
could not be refinanced. 
UCO owes Canadian 
imperial Bank of Commerce 
$40 million, Canadian Co- 
operative Credit Society $50 
million and Barclays Bank 
Canada $5 million. Also, the 
company owes its members 
$24 million in unsecured 
debentures and $10 million 
in first-mortgage bonds on 
its Windsor grain terminal. 
On August 27, UCO 


- seceived $0 days protection 


under the Companies Credi- 
tors Arrangement Act which 
holds any legal proceedings 
while it comes up with a 
compromise plan. The 
Ontatio Supreme Court has 
given the company until 


4 


September 30 to file the 
compromise plan. 

“| don't think UCO is 
close to bankruptcy...1 think 
creditors are going to allow 
UCO to continuc,”” says 
Havekes, 

Madoc Co-operative has 
approximately 600 members 
and has been in existence 
for about $7 years. It boasts 
a healthy economy, and last

prepare an up-dated study 
of Madoc’s water and sewer 
system. 

At the August 29 council 
meeting, Towen Sims Hu- 
bicki President.Peter Eber- 
lee explained that the 
$1,800 study would include 
a document to the Ministry 
of Environment that would 
enable the village to take 
advantage of grants. The 
village must have this study 
dorie to become eligible for 
any grants. 

The study will document 
the size and condition of 
water and sewer systems, 
with planning data to the 
year 2004. Eberlee said the 
report will prioratise the 
needs for facilities in 
addition to the ones now in 
use.

Silos should be declared 
off-limits to visitors and 
children during the danger . 
period. If it is necessary to 
enter a silo during the two 
to three week danger 
period, all rules for confined 
space entry should be 
followed. 

Never enter a silo during 
the danger period without 
using a self-contained 
breathing apparatus. Use a 
life-line with someone 
stationed outside of the silo.

A: Calcium is one of the 
most common nutritional 
deficiencies among many 
groups of Canadians.

Spider silk is albuminoid protein

One of the literary 
images that has stayed with 
, me from public school is an 
illustration of Gulliver (from 
Gulliver's Travels) tethered 
to the ground by a mesh of 
_ fine rope anchored by an 
army of the miniature 
Lilliputians. That's how 1 
feel at 6:45 every week day 
morning. But what really 
keeps the image fresh are 
those summertime encoun- 
ters with the almost 
invisible silken chords 
which snare you when 
passing through doorways, 
or on walks in the woods, 
and which you can’t cast off,

As fine as one 
millionth of an inch in 
diameter, spider silk is 
more than twice as strong 
per weight as steel alloys, 
yet so elastic as to stretch 
30% before breaking. When 
wetted by rain, the silk 
becomes rubbery, contract- 
ing by half, doubling in 
volume and becoming super’ 
flexible. These remarkable 
properties have led one 
scientist to theorize that the 
key is a lengthy molecule 
which alternates from end 
to end between crystalline . 
and rubber-glass struc- 
tures.

Sometimes man’s capa- 
city for innovation seems 
limitless. 

Technology is enabling 
cattle to bathe in their own 
cow-made warmth...in 
water heated from milk. 

The method isn't that 
new. It's been with us for 
centuries, ever since man 
realized that milk has to be 
cooled to prevent it from 
souring. 

The cooling process was 
traditionally similar to our 
home refrigeration, and still 
is. Milk was chilled, and its 
heat dumped into the 
atmosphere. It was only 
after the oil-price shock of 
the carly ‘70s that dairy 
farmers looked to available 
technologies, and con- 
serving heat from milk 
began to make good sense. 

Heat recovery systems 
fall into three categories. 
They are: complete water- 
cooled condensing units 
that put all the milk heat 
into water; add-on type 
units that put part of the 
milk heat into the water and 
dump the rest through 
conventional condensors, 
and a tube or plate type heat

exchanger on the milk line 
to pre-cool milk before it 
-enters the bulk tank. 
Using these methods, it is 
estimated that 1,000 litres 
of milk -- which are cooled 
from the cow's body tem- 
perature of $9 degrees C to 
a storage temperature of 4 
degrees C -- can produce 
about 650 litres of hot water 


' a day. This water can be 


boosted to 75 degrees C 
with a conventional heater if 
necessary. 

Because standards of 
cleanliness are’very high in 
Ontario, wargh water is used 
daily for washing the 
udders, the bulk tank, the 
equipment, and the floors. 

Recovery of heat from 
milk is not a clear-cut 
venture that will work for 
every dairy farmer. The 
economics are borderline 
and two major factors 
daily milk production and 
daily hot water usage 
influence the effectiveness 
of heat reclaimers. Both 
these factors vary with the 
size of the herd, the type of 
milking system, manage 
ment’s washing practices. 
and other hot water uses 


like calf-feeding and e¢m- 
ployee showers. 

These variables also, 
determine the best type of 
heat reclaimer that can be, 
purchased for a particular 


“dairy farm. 


Farm electricity in On- 
tario costs around five cents 
per kilowatt hour. Cooling 
1,000 litres of milk a day 
and reclaiming the heat can 
replace 38 kilowatts of 
electrical energy. and save 
farmers $1.90 a day, or $700 
a year providing. of 
course, that they use all that 
warm water. 

Smaller dairy farms 
those producing under 
1,000 litres of milk a day -- 


will “not benefit from heat 


recovery at current electri-’ 


city rates. 

Purchase and installation 
of a heat reclaiming unit is 
relatively inexpensive, cost: 
ing roughly $800-$2,000, 


Before investing moncy 
on heat reclaimers, it would 
be wise to consult the 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food. It works jointly with 
the Ministry of Energy to 
determine the most effec- 
tive use of energy from 
milk. Experts are available 
to give sound professional 
advice and™ guide dairy 
farmers on the best use of 
energy and dollars.

not enough. Many farms, 
even though they have the 
benefits of the above 
short-term assistance, have 
not been able to make 
principal payments during 
the past three years. The 
situation cannot go on much 
longer. 

The CFFO believes that 
some farm debt set-aside is 
essential for agriculture. 
Farmers need to be given an 
opportunity to apply to a 
third party (the courts or a 
specially established  tri- 
bunal) to have their debts 
restructured. This restruc- 
turing should include the 
possibility of a debt set- 
aside. 

The CFFO does not 
support a formal process for 
debt write-off or forgive- 
ness. We encourage such 
approaches between ylend- 
ers and borrowers on an 
individual or. private basis. 
However, for debt set-aside 
a formal process is needed. 
We see such a set-aside 
limited to the level of 
deflation. For example, if 
farmland values have de- 
clined $0 per cent, a 
producer should be able to 
apply for a 30 per cent 
debt set-aside. The debt 
would remain an encum- 
brance on the property but 
interest and principal would 
only be due and payable 
when land values return to 
the high levels of 1981.

“Il was coon hunting at 
night back about five years 
ago and I was struck by the 
number of bears as well as 
raccoons in the cornfields. 
There was so much damage 
being done I started hunting 
bear to help eliminate crop 
damage. And besides eat 
ing corn, bears kill fawns 
and are in that way a 
detriment to deer hunters.” 

Jim and Susan Cuddy 
have two bear hunters and 
their wives from Ohio 
camping in their backyard 
in an Indian-type teepee 
Not exactly roughing it in 
the wild for an intrepid bear 
hunter. But jim = says 
although the men wouldn't 
mind camping out in the 
bush the women don’t like

| they do not go out to hunt, 


want to stay in town where 
they can go shopping and 
can visit with Susan. This 
arrangement lets them 
sleep and cook in the teepee 
and gives them at least the 
feeling of camping out.’ 

The teepee they brought 
with them is manufactured 
in the States and provides 
good housing similar to 
what the Indians used, 
permitting an open fire in 
the centre with a smoke 
vent in the pole top. They 
say it is a popular item in 
the States now where 
campers use them on meets 
at which they trade articles 
and teepees, Indian fashion. 

Jim says guiding for him 
is more for a hobby than 
anything and something to 
which he looks forward 
every year. This is the 
fourth year he has guided 
for Butch Goff and the two 
couples have become good 
friends. 

“LT used to guide for 
fishing groups prior to bear 
hunting and the guys kept 
asking me to go out for 
bear. I started with one of 


and Charlie and I have a 
technique we use which 
assures finding the bear, 
which I am not about to 
reveal.”

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Hypertension 
and exercise 


Anyone with high blood 
pressure (hypertension) 
should be under medical 
care. This may vary from 
once yearly checks for a 
person who had _ mild, 
transient hypertension in 
the past; to close supervi- 
sion with physician review 
every week for the patient 
with a severe health pro- 
blem. 

Average, normal adult 
blood pressure is about 
120/80, and with an intense 
maximal bicycle or treadmill 
exercise test in the labora- 
tory, it increases normally 
to 160/80 at age 12, 190/80 
at age 25 and 230/90 at 55. 
Blood pressure normally 
falls rapidly after exercise 
and returns to close to 
resting values .within five 
minutes. 

With isometric exercise, 
such as carrying a heavy 
suitcase until your arm feels 
like it's going to fall off, or 
holding a heavy weight to 
the point of collapse, blood 
pressure may increase to 
230/180 even in young 
persons. 

Isometric Exercises 

This has led to general 
statements that isometric 
exercises, like weightlifting, 
are dangerous for people 
with hypertension or heart 
problems. This, however, 
isn't necessarily so when 
lifting weights that are light 
enough to enable the 
manoeuvres to be carried 
out without undue strain for 
10 repetitions. Such activity 
doesn't raise blood pressure 
to values as high as does 
intense bicycle or treadmill 
exercise and is, therefore, 
not any more hazardous. 

Can an exercise program 
help prevent high blood 
pressure or be used to treat 
patients with this disease? 
Patients with mild blood 
pressure clevations (pres- 
sures up to 165/95) can 
often get their level down to

normal by three simple , 
adjustments in their life- 
style: loss-ot weight to ideal 
values if they are obese, 
redtiction of salt in their diet 
to two gm daily and an 
exercise program consisting 
of walking, jogging or 
swimming for 30 minutes, 
five times weekly. 
Reductions 

Exercise programs alone 
produce average blood 
pressure reductions of 
about five to 10 points in 
unfit adults 25 to 60 years of 
age, a similar decrease to 
that which follows various 
mental relaxation programs 
like yoga and transcen- 
dental meditation. 

But exercise by itself 
won't reduce pressure of 
175/100 or higher to normal 
and persons with pressures 
in this range should be 
under a physician's care 
before taking part in intense 
exercise. Exercise can cause 
pressure to exceed 300 and 
such high values may lead 
to stroke, severe heart 
damage or injury to other 
major arteries.

Aid for students 


More than 100,700 stud- 
ents, an increase of 24.3 
per cent over the previous 
year, received financial aid 
under the Ontario Student 
Assistance Program in the 
1982-88 school year.

This year, Elzevir 
expects a grant of $1,600, 
which they would split into 
two $800 lumps for each 
library -- provided there is 
no user fee. Elzevir Reeve 


‘Jack Robinson said — his 


~~ 


council madé a motion at 
their last meeting to give 
the full provincial library 
grant to Tweed if the user 
fee is not withdrawn. 

Approximately 25 Elzevir 
Township residents use the 
Madoc Library. lf all were 
adults and paid a $5 user 
fee, the total would be $125 
in revenue for the library. 
This would mean the library 
could lose about $675 on the 
deal. 

Library Board Chairman 
Barbara Chappelle said it 
wouldn't be fair to the other 
member municipalities if 
they didn't charge the user 
fee. She said Madoc Vil- 
lage, Madoc Township and 
Huntingdon Township have 
all pledged per capita tax 
levies this year, but Elzevir 
has not. She said it would be 
“unfair'’ to the others if 
Elzevir users are not charg- 


. ed a fee. i 


We felt it was unfair, 
that’s why the board, on 
June 12, made a motion to 
charge a user fee to 
Elzevir residents,’ said 
Chappelle. 

Early in the year, repre- 
sentatives of the Library

“I had the impression 
from them that it would not 
be necessary to pay (the 
levy) if the government 
came through with the 
grant...The grant came 
through, so I'm not sure if 
council wants to pay. Why 
are we expected to pay this 
year when the new system 
will not’ start until next 
year?’ said Irwin. 

Chappelle claimed the 
request for a levy was based 
on outlines suggested in the 
present Library Act. She 
said the act stated the 
library can ask for tax levies 
in addition to grants they 
may receive. 

Madoc Township Council- 
lor Mary Pigden said the 
township gives the grant to 
Madoc Library, and with a 
levy, their share may 
become uneven. 


‘“We certainly intend to 


" “support the library, but not 
on an uneven basis,'’ said 
Pigden. 

Elzevir Township Coun- 
cillor Myke Fraser said the 
board did not properly

palities outside this area are 
not giving any money from 
the grants to a library. The 
new Act calls for libraries to 
get signed contracts from 
member municipalifes, and 
then grants will be sent 
directly to each library. This 
year, the government will 
still send the grants to 
municipalities, who in turn 
distribute them. as_ they 
wish. 

Another problem Reeve 
Pigden noted was the fact 
that the board has not been 
set up properly for years. 
The present Library Act 
states that if the library 
seryes a population of 
10,000 or less, then the 
board will have four 
appointed members and the 
reeve of the host municipal: 
ity. In actuality, before 


becoming reeve, Pigden 


was a member of the Madoc 
Library Board, but resigned 
when he became reeve.

“Lrealise we have made a 
number of mistakes in 
dealing with the library,’ 
said Pigden. 


Two years ago Madoc 
Village granted a $2 per 
person tax levy to the 
library.

Springbrook Road 
under construction 


The last of this year's 
work on Hastings County 
Road 38 from White Lake 
Church to Springbrook is 
now being completed. 

On August 1, Gerald 
Finlay Construction Ltd., of 
Baltimore, Ontario, started 
the complete reconstruction 
of a three-mile portion of 
the road, and are scheduled 
to be finished November 50. 
At a cost of $270,000, work 
will include grading, drai- 
nage, culverts and granular 
base. 

Assistant County. Engi- 
neer David Couch said: 
‘We originally intended to 
pave part of the road this 
year, but now we won't until 
next year. The portion of 
road at the west end will not 
be reworked; we will do that 
next year." 

The county completed the 
same work to a piece of road 
three miles in length imme- 
diately east of the present 


portion. Couch said their 
plans are to pave that piece, 
along with the piece now 
being completed next: year. 
Eventually, the whole road 
from the church at Highway

Stress threat greater for wo

Women are more sus- 
ceptible to stress than men 
are, suggests a researcher 
at Toronto's York Univer- 
sity. 

Dr. Susan Wilson, sports 
psychology consultant, is 
concerned this sensitivity to 
stress will create problems 
for the increasing number of 
women entering the ‘‘pres- 
sure cooker’ of competitive 


Her studies seem to show 
that there are differences in 
the way men and women 
respond to stress. 

Not only do women use 
more energy in their

The 
subjects were then subject- 
ed to the same stress, such 
as a timed math test.

Not only are the Great 
Lakes jeopardized by an 
overload of toxic chemicals, 
they are also in danger 
because of political stagna- 
tion. 

The Great Lakes Water 
Quality Agreement — signed 
in 1972 and renewed in 
1978 — was designed to keep 
both Canada and the United 
States moving towards im- 
provement of water quality 
in the Great Lakes. But 
neither country has so far 


__ fulfilled... its . commitments 


under the agreement. The 
failure to meet these targets 
has been a matter of great 
concern in States bordering 
the Great Lakes, but there 


has been a singular lack of . 


focus in Ontario on reaching 
the admirable goals of the 
agreement. 

Some progress has been 
made by both Canada and 
the United States, but there 
are disturbing signs that the 
Great Lakes need substan- 
tial improvements to pre- 
vent further deterioration in 
water quality: 

Scientists had believed 
that water quality was 
starting to improve, but 


recent reports on the state 
of the lakes show that this 
optimism wasn't justified. 
The Great Lakes Water 
Quality Board's report this 
past November to the 
International Joint Commis- 
sion was the first public 
admission that concentra- 
tions of certain chemicals 
that had been on the decline 
are now increasing again. 
In addition to the fear of 
an increased chemical 
threat to the Great Lakes, a 


. growing body..of. scientific. . 


literature warns that all is 
not well with the Great 
Lakes’ fisheries. The sports 
fishery is entirely depen- 
dent on massive fish stock- 
ing programs because these 
fish consistently fail. to 
reproduce in the lakes. 

As more monitoring is 
reported, the number of 
chemicals detected in drink- 
ing water also increases. 
For example, in the St. Clair 
River, 84 organic com- 
pounds have been found; 
traces of 17 of these 
chemicals have been found 
in drinking water samples 


from Windsor, Tilbury and .

Saving the elm 


By ARLIN HACKMAN 

As 2 native of the 
prairies, where Poplar 
windbreaks were the closest 
thing to a deciduous foress, 
I have always marvelied at 
the elegance of the towering 
American Elm, With its 
distinctive shape, limbs 
arching steeply up 100 feet 
or more, this magnificent 
tree is naturally inspira- 
tional. Whether standing 
gione in a distant pasture, 
forming a cathedral vault 
over some back country lane 
or shading an outdoor cafe, 
it challenges any monument 
we dare erect and frames 
North American landscape 
history just as surely as the 
White Pine. 

it was a great shock, 
then, the first time I came 
upon the sad spectacle of a 
venerable ulmus americana 
riddied with pipes and 
hoses carrying mysterious 
fluids from some infernal 
machine. Since it was 
standing on the grounds of 
an impossibly perfect lawn 
and garden in downtown 
Toronto, I wondered for a 
second if some obsessed 
gardener was actually* try- 
ing to’ turn its leaves 
greener in a mad cosmetic 
vision. Instead I. quickly 
learned the sad truth, that 
the aging Elm was under 
intensive care and might not 
live much longer due to a 
blight called Dutch elm 
disease. 

The White Elm, as the 
species is commonly known 
here in‘ Ontario, occurs 
naturally across the pro- 
vince from the Carolinian 
zone bordering Lake Erie to 
the southern reaches of the 
Boreal forest. Together with 
its more southerly restricted 
relatives, the Slippery Elm 
and Rock Elm, this dark 
grey to reddish-brown bark- 
ed species provides us with 
some of the earliest spring 
blossoms. Flower clusters 
open before the leaves and 
in only a few weeks the 
circular, winged fruits are 
mature. 

Though it was once a 
common sight across its 
wide range, the White Elm 


" payment, 


has disappeared from view 
in many areas. Just as the 
Chestnut blight killed 
almost all our Sweet Chest- 
nuts, Dutch cim disease has 
spread like wildfire across 
the province, since it wes 
first observed in North 
eastern Ontario in 1946. So 
called because of the Dutch 
scientists whose studies 
identified the causa! fun- 
gus, the disease was impor- 
ted to North America in 
shipments of logs which 
brought its hdst, a Eur- 
opean strain of Elm bark 
beetle, to our shores. 
Fortunately, there are 
still significant numbers of 
trees around. And Dutch 
elm disease is a slow killer. 
It blocks the vascular 
system of the tree and shuts 
off the natural flow of 


liquids causing it to wilt and 
the leaves to yellow. Death 
oceurs sometime later. So 

pathologists have been able 
to block the spread of 
disease by injecting a 
number of systemic fung- 
icides under pressure. One 
of the major advocates for 
this method of cure is the 
Elm Research Institute in 
Harrisville, New Hamp- 
shire, which reports a 96% 
success rate on over 8,000 
trees injected during a 10 
year period. 

Another step towards 
Elm survival has been taken 
by plant breeders who have 
produced hybrids, such as 
Homestead and Pioneer for 
home owners, using Asiatic 
parent species. But these 
hybrids lack the vase shape 
and hence much of the 


original appeal. 


Selection of seedlings 
resistant fo the disease also 
holds promise. While not~ 
immune to the fungus, 
these new strains show 
good resistance after 10 
years of age . But expert 
opinion still holds that the 
trees are vulnerable when 
planted close together, such 
as they are in city streets. 
Here they require constant 
monitoring and pruning 
since the disease can spread 
through natural root grafts 
and the carrier beetle 
breeds in dying trees. 


Over the long haul, the 
tree's enormous production 
of seed may well be its key 
to survival, at least in rural 
areas. 


Wheat board wins 8-year suit 


An eight-year legal suit 
against the Royal Bank of 
Canada has been, won by 
The Ontario Wheat Produc- 
ers’ Marketing Board. 

The case, which dates 
back to 1976, awards 
damages, interest and costs 
to the marketing board 
amounting to more than 


‘$412,000 which has been. 


received by the board. 

Wheat board chairman, 
Mr. Robert Holmes, RR2, 
St. Paul's, said the money 
will be distributed by the 
board to those producers 
who sold wheat through the 
1976 crop pool and who 
therefore sustained the 
original loss involving near- 
ly $249,000. 


Mr. Holmes said the 
board is setting up ‘the 
mechanics for making the 
which will be 
nearly .02 cents (two cents) 
per bushel on 22,695,000 
bushels sold by producers 
during the 1976 crop year, 
July 
$0, 1977. The 1976 crop was 
recorded in bushels as 
opposed to metric tonne in 
succeeding years. 

-He also said the board's 
computerized records will 
make it possible to make the 
payment directly to a large 
number of the 16,500 known 
producers while it may be 
necessary to obtain the 
status of others by means of 
written contact in order to 
complete the payout to 
eligible producers. 


Mr. Holmes said the

The big cow syndrome 


BY PHIL MCEWEN - 


A common breeding goal 
for all dairy cattle breeders 
should be to produce an 
efficient, high producing, 
long lasting cow. Very few 
breeders would disagree 
with this statement. Higher 
production out of structural- 
ly correct cows leads to 
higher lifetime profit. From 
two-year-old information, 
the best single indicator of 
lifetime profit is yield of 
milk in first lactation. I think 
most breeders would accept 
this fact if they honestly 
evaluated their past history. 

As a lecturer at KCAT, 
one of the most common 
myths associated with stu- 
dents from purebred dairy 
farms is that big cows are 
good cows. Don't get me 
wrong, a big cow is a good 
cow if she milks according 
to her size. Large cows have 
to outproduce smaller indi- 
viduals in order to be as 
efficient. 


"Recent work ‘at ‘the ~ 
- University of Guelph, utili- 


zing daughters of 409 
Holstein sires indicated a 
negative relationship be- 
tween heart girth and milk 
yield. A similar result 
occurred with fat yield. As 
cow size (heart girth) 
increased, there was a 
definite trend to lower milk 
and fat BCA. Stature of cow 
with milk or fat yield 
produced similar results. 
Cow stature had negative 
correlations of .04 and .35 
respectively with milk and 
fat BCA.

A number 
conducted in the 


States have indicated a 
negative relationship be- 
tween body size and effi- 
ciency of feed utilization. 
Within all breeds, larger 
cows were generally less 
efficient in feed utilization 
than smaller individuals. If 
a larger cow produces less 
milk, it is logical to assume 
that she will also be less 
efficient. - 

At a recent meeting, an 
ideal mature cow weight 
was determined to be 750 kg 
or greater. My recommen- 
dation from the evidence 
presented would be to lower 
this minimum standard to 
600 kg. Purebred breeders 
should produce cows having 


high milk output, desirable | 
fat test and type for a long, © 


productive life. Try to 
produce a cow that is better, 
not bigger. Stature is a poor 
measurement for milk pro- 
duction output and profit.

The garage environment 
contains additional hazards 
for mechanics. These in- 
clude lead from auto ex- 
haust, sulfuric acid gas and 
particulate sulfates found in 
automobiles with catalytic 
converters, asbestos in 
brake linings, as well as the 
many chemicals contained 
in brake fluids and oils used 
in the shop. 

‘*Cigarette smoking 
greatly increases the hazard 
for auto mechanics’ says 
Mrs. Lemoine.

: disposal facilities in the 


province although some six 
million litres of PCB liquids 
are still in use, largely as 
insulating fluid in closed- 
system electrical transfor- 
mers and capacitators, and 
another million and a half 
litres are in storage await- 
ing destruction. 

PCBs can be destroyed by 
“high temperature incinera- 
tion under controlled condi- 
tions. Disposal options in- 
clude either a stationary 
incinerator with PCBs being 
transported to that location, 


or mobilé incineration uriits 


licensed to move around the 
province and destroy the 
PCBs in the municipalities 
where they. are presently 
stored or used. A regulatory 
scheme is in place to deal 
with stationary incinerators.

The number of 
motorcycle drivers killed 
rose to 47 from last year's 
first-half toll of 41, while 
passengers accounted for 
seven road deaths, one 
more than in 1985. 

“These numbers are dis 
couraging, particularly in 
light of the fact more 
emphasis has been placed 
on motorcycle safety,’ 
Snow said. ‘‘We can only 
hope our efforts to reduce 
the number of deaths soon 
gain as much public support 
as our measures to get 
impaired drivers off the 
road.”’

The 8.6 per cent rate 
increase for Ontario Hydro 
recommended by the Ontar- 
io Energy Board is unac- 
ceptable.

A most Henutital vine 


BY ARLIN HACKMAN 
In autumn, never pick 
the most beautiful vine in 
the woods because it's 
poison ivy. j 
Those who expect poison 
ivy to have an omisious 
appearance must be the 
most frequent victims of 
poison ivy. For rhus toxico- 
dendron at all seasons is 
among the most beautiful 
plants. At this season, the 
glistening green leaves of 
summer turn to flaming 
scarlet. Flower arrangers 
seeking wild nafive material 
sometimes do not realize 
the nature of their finest 
creation until a day later. 
Poison ivy is among those 
plants whose wants are few. 
It can flourish on the 
thinnest soil.And grow in 
wetlands or uplands.It can 
climb a corn stalk,tangle a 
thicket, wind up a tree trunk 
- or grow upright without 
support in an open pasture. 
There are many simple 
descriptions for the identifi- 
cation of poison ivy leaves, 
but .none is very dependa- 
ble. The leaves are too 
variable and the growti: 
forms, since they range 
from vines to small shrubs, 
are too unpredictable for 
easy cataloguing. 


‘She best advice is 
summed up in an old 
country rhyme: “‘leaves 


three; leave it -be!”’ 
Ordinarily, if not always, 
the poison leaf comes in 
three parts - or, three leaves 
as we commonly describe it. 
Personal reactions to poi- 
son ivy seem even more 
variable than the plant's 
form. Some persons seem 
impervious to it. Other 
persons are so sensitive that 
they break out in blisters 
after touching a door handle 
that has brushed against a 
poison ivy leaf when a car 


> 


was driven down a country 
lane. 

Poison ivy remains poi- 
sonous even after its leaves 
are gone, for the poison 
resides in the sap and is 
present in the woody 
sections of the vine. A few 
mysterious ivy poisoning 
cases in winter have been 
traced to the burning of a 
vine wrapped log in a 
fireplace.

The most common symp- 
tomis of atthritis are’ pain,” 
soreness, swelling and red- 
ness of joints, accompanied 
by some stiffness and loss of 
motion.

Contact Your Doctor 

The symptoms of arthritis 
are readily identifiable and 

if any of them surfacé, a 
physician should be contac- 
ted immediately. 

The most common symp- 
toms are: 

- persistent pain and stiff, 
ness after getting up in the 
morning; 
- pain, tenderness or swell- 
ing in any joint for which 
there is no obvious cause, 
such as an injury: 

a recurrence of these

Ik did not 
frighten me at all. kk made 
me aware that my spirit 
could separate "from my 
body.

Agriculture and Food Min- 
ister Dennis Timbrell 
announced recently. 

Ontario took the lead in 
proposing a national tripar- 
tite farm income stabiliza- 
tion plan for red meat 
producers two years ago, to 
“even out the level of 
support payments to red 
meat producers in different 
provinces and act as a safety 
net to producers. The 
standby bipartite plan 
would provide a safety net 
and be designed to easily 
meld into a national plan 
once one is in place. 

Although four provinces 

Alberta, Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan and Ontario -- and 
whe federal government 
have formally agreed to the 
tripartite plan for red meat 
producers, it awaits passage 
ef the enabling federal 
legislation before it can be 
implemented. 

"We had hoped, as had 
Ontario producers, that “a 
national pian would have 
been in place sit months 
ago,’ said Timbrell. ‘‘How- 
ever, the necessary federal 
enabling legislature was not 
passed. For that reason, 
Ontario is prepared to act if 
the national plan cannot be 
put in place by January }. 
1985."’ 

Timbrell said, “Ontario's 
first priority remains the 
national tripartite problem, 
We would introduce our 
own’ program only if the 
national one was delayed 
beyond the end of the year. 
Ontario will ensure its 
program matches the 
national -one se-it can be 
easily ‘rolled into it once 
tripartite stabilization is 
available.’

The French, too, deve- 
loped a sweet tooth, once 
sugar arrived upon their 
culinary scene, adding 
s&gar to virtually everything 
from hors d'oeuvres to 
dessert. 

The French King Charles 
V enjoyed toasted cheese 
enhanced by a combination 
of cinnamon and sugar, for 
the combination of sweet 
and salty or savory flavors 
was a commonplace of 
European cookery between 
the beginning of the Middle 
Ages and the end of the 
Renaissance. 

Nostradamus penned one 
of the first cookbooks 
dealing with sugar: the first 
section details the use of
